NOTICE OF TIMELINE FOR EXTRADITION PACKAGE 
The United States of America, by and through S. Carran Daughtrey, Assistant United 
States Attorney for the Middle District of Tennessee, hereby notifies this Court and the defense 
regarding the timeline for the extradition package. As ordered by this Court, the undersigned 
attorney will submit an extradition package to the Department of Justice, Office of Internal Affairs 
(OIA) no later than March 24, 2014, and potentially in advance of that date. This extradition 
package consists of a number of documents that must be prepared pursuant to a specific protocol, 
including a legal statement and a record of the case, both of which require numerous details in 
order to satisfy the extradition treaty. Treaty on Extradition Between the United States of 
America and Canada, U.S. -Can., Dec. 3, 1971, 27 U.S.T. 983; Protocol Amending the Extradition 
Treaty with Canada, U.S.-Can., Jan. 11, 1988, S. TREATY DOC. NO. 101-17 (1990); and Second 
Protocol Amending the Extradition Treaty with Canada, U.S.-Can., Jan. 12, 2001, S. TREATY 
DOC. NO. 107-11 (2002). 

Once OIA has received the package, OIA attorneys with expertise in such matters will 
review the package, request changes and/or additional documentation, process the package 
through appropriate officials, and submit it to the appropriate Canadian authorities. The OIA 
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attorneys will monitor the process and proceeding in Canada to the extent possible; advise whether 
Canada requires additional information or evidence; advise of the progress and outcome; inform 
whether the offenses for which Canada approves extradition, for purposes of the rule of specialty, 
which requires that a fugitive be tried or punished for those offenses for which Canada grants 
extradition; and coordinate the transfer of defendant if he is found to be extraditable. 

The process in Canada apparently involves numerous steps and can take a number of 
months to process. See, for example, a flowchart of the general Canadian extradition process at 
http://www.oas.org/juridico/mla/en/can/en can-ext-gen-table.pdf .
